An old citizen of 
Washbingtov, who listened to the testimony, 
ald: Weil, he’s as shrewd in business as 
George Riggs bimself.“ In fact, the effect of 
his testimony today, which showed conclusively 
that he knew the whole art of borrowing money, 
of pressing applications for office—that is, 
by personal sulicitation—and living witbout pay- 
ing his board biils, seemed to strengthen the be- 
lief of many persons present in bis practical 
ability, in spite of some apparent mental un- 
sound ness. : 

THE SCENE WAS A REMARKABLE ONE. 
It hardly deserved to be culied a cross-examina- 
tion. Purter was practicaily on the stand 
nearly as often as Guiteau, and Guiteau's 
Unger was shuking at Porter about as often as 
Porter’sat bim. The assasin was more than 
ever master of ceremonies. He scolded Judge 
Porter, abused him, mocked him, stopped him, 
refused to answer his questions whenever ae 
feit so disposed, called upon the stenographer to 
read his notes at intervals, and, after tour bours 
of this extraordiuary exhibition, himself ad- 
juurned the court.

His 
grin is one of the most repuisive things about 
the man. His lips scarcely move, and when they 
do they merely make a slit across his white 
teeth, while the demogiac light comes into his 
eye, and the whole of ragged, repulsive face 
lights up. When this grin eularges toa swirk, 
the assasin glances about tosee whether the 
spectators catch his joke and the picture is in- 
tensitied.

A GIFT TO PITTSBURG, 


Andrew Carnegie Offers to Give $250,000 
to Piiesuurg for a L.brary. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

PiTrspura, Fa., Dec. 3.—Andrew Carnegie, 
who is well knowp tor the liberal use be makes 
of nis great wealth, has written the following 
letter to Mayor Lyon, of this city. The 
document which was made public today 
needs uo explanation: “I beg to oer to the City 
of Fittsbur a free library, upon waich I will 
expend $250,000 if che citv will a cept it when 
compieted and agree to provide for its proper 
use and maintenance not less than 515.000 
per yeur, - huve named the lowest 
sum required pruperly to carry out 
the work in view. Cities of much loss impor- 
tance aud pupuiation than ours spend tnis sum 
upon similiar institudons. while tae City of Ein- 
cmouti deems it wise to devote no less than 
,o per annum to ber maguificent free li- 
brary. The selection of the site, erection of the 
buiiding, which will be fire-proof, the main- 
tenance and ngoagewent of the library. and ail 
d.suursements convected therewlth, ar to be 
intrusted to a commission of ten weli-kouwn 
citizens of Allegheny Couuty,to be named by me. 
The man fold advautages of a free library and 
reading-rvom have been 80 clearly proven in 
many of our cities where they exist uuder con- 
ditions substantially as bere proposed, that f 
veuture to induige the hope that our good City 
of Pittsburg will avail itself of this oder, and, 
by so domg, permit me to feel that I bave been 
euabied tu shuw at leust, in sume degree, my 
sense of the deep debt of gratitude waoich | owe 
to it and to its people.“ The letter bears date 
Now York, Nov. %.

There is and 
always nas beena large representation from 
among both the Protestants and Catholics of 
Ireland who are disposed to be fair, and who 
under ail circumstances were layal. ‘They were 
and are the thrifty. hardworking clement, who 
are possessed of sufficient intelligence to acce pt 
tue provisions of such weasures as the Land 
bili, and profit by them. They are the element 
who, when they come out bere, attend strictiy 
to their business, ieave politics alone, and per- 
sistently refuse to be led by the nose by de- 
signing demagugs, who, asa rule are the promot- 
ers of all agitation and always on hand to reach 
for a vote and as quickly dispose ot their in- 
Hooince for a consideration. By these cor- 
morants the poor Irish ure periodically robbed 
for the benetit ef would-be patriots, whose his- 
tory bas ever repeated itself in the direction of 
failure and robbery.

VERY DEMORALIZING. 


Another Post-Office Thief Restored to 
| berty. 

If the Chicago Post-Office is not soon made the 
victim of another robbery it will not be the 
fault of certain officials bere and in Washington, 
whose sickly sentimentality extends a civud of 
sympathy over the misdeeds of every criminal, 
and creates a feeling in the heurt of 
every would-be thief that he has 
ouly to plead guilty to receive 
amnesty for all bis crimes. The Chicago Post- 
Ottice bas suffered severely from the peculations 
of dishonest empioyés. The Inspectors have 
worked bard to secure the arrest and conviction 
of the offenders, and yet not onein ten is ever 
punished. The business-men of the city are the 
greatest sufferers by the pardon system, which 
puts a premium on crime, and yet the work goes 
on without a word of protest from the sufferers. 

Jacob Rous was tbree years ago employed as a 
night-watchman at the post-office, and enjoyed 
the contidence of the Postmaster to a singular 
degree. He made his headquarters in the Post- 
master’s room, and bad a geveral supervision of 
the torce during the nicht. Complaints of missing 
letters beran to muitiply, aud ttoos., as the 
trusted detective of tue office, was invited to co- 
operate with the lnspecturs in tinding the thief. 
He scouted one after another of the employés, 
and nearly blasted the reputation of a number, 
80 anxious was he to further the ends of justice. 
Finally, lnspectors Stuart aud Heusbaw began 
to suspect tne trusted watchman, anc they laid 
a clever trap tor him whico resulted in his 
capture in the Pustinaster’s private office 

WITH SEVERAL HUNDRED LETTERS 
which he bad stolen that very pight. His guilt 
was sO apparent that he broke down. He bad 
stolen hundreds of letters, and had kept up bis 
peculations while the officers were working on 
the case. in consideranon of the fact that he 
entered a plea of guilty Judge Bivdygett sen- 
tenced him to only three years io the peniten- 
tiary. :

Proceedings Instituted to Declare His 
Niles Centre Mead Free of Tolls. 
State’s- Attorney Milis, on behalf of Felix J. 
Canda, of Lake View, presented to the Criminal 
Court yesterday a petition fur leave to file an 
intormauon in the nature of a quo warranto. 
The ducument sets forth that Canda carries 
on the business of market-gardening, florist, 
and farmer, and incarrying his produce to mar- 
ket, in order to go by the most direct route from 
his bome, is obliged to pass over Lincoin avenue 
and Niles Centre Gravel Road (so-called), u pub- 
lic highway leading from Lincuin avenue, in the 
City of Chicago, in a northwesterix direction 
through the Towns of Lake View, Jefferson, and 
Niles to Niles Centre, a distance of about eight 
miles. In 1865, P. 8. Peterson, L. A. Budiong, 
and Heury Harme, and others claimed to organ- 
ize and incorporate a toll-road company styled 
the Lincoln Avenue 4 Niles Centre Graveli- 
Road Company,” under the act of the General 
Assembly in force April W. 1868, but petidoner 
alleges uvon information and belicf that said 
persons never did in fact properly and legaliy 
organize and incorporate tho said company, and it 
never has bad the legal right tocharge tolls.

KEIFER NOMINATED FOR SPEAKER. 

Mr. Keifer, of Ohio, was nominated for 
Speaker in the Republican caucus at Wash- 
ington yesterday on the sixteenth ballot, by

J. Hyatt Smith, the independent member 
from New York, entered the caucué, and will 
be bound by the result. The Republicans 
will, with his vote, have a clear majority over 
all, and the Greenback “balance of power” 
will be destroyed. Five of the eight Green 
backers will vote with the Republicans, if 
not in the election of Speaker, on almost all 
other party questions. 

Keifer owes his success to a combination of 
forces the want of any one of which might 
have defeated him. He was a member of 
the last House and had the favor of many 
new members who have come into public 
lite since Kasson and Orth were prominent 
in Congress. Moreover, he was a Western 
man. Hiscock, of New York, had more 
votes pledged prior to July 2 than any other 
candidate, But he was unable to hold them 
after New York succeeded to the Presi- 
dency and the Secretaryship of the Tréasury. 
The feeling against consolidating ail the 
great offices of the Government in the hands 
of citizens of one State was too much for 
Hiscock. He was not only a New York man, 
but he was the wrong kind of a New York 
man. He incurred the enmity of the Conk- 
lingites in the late New York Convention, 
and Cameron opposed him out of love for 
Conkling. . | 

It is said that the Administration threw its 
influence in favor of Keifer; and the concen- 
tration of the Southern Republican votes on 
him was due to the known or implied wishes 
of the President. By the action of the South- 
ern members he became the most prominent 
of the Western candidates, and his ultimate 
success was assured. What other combina- 
tions he made cannot be surety told, but they 
may be easily imagined. His bid for the 
vote of Pennsylvania and that of the 
prohibitory tariff men generally was prob- 
ably better than that of any other candidate, 
and his friends may have made a special ap- 
peal for him as an heir to the political estate 
of Garfield. 

However this may be, there is no occasion 
to distrust the perfect straightforwardness 
of Mr. Keifer himself. He will do his best 
in the Speaker’s chair at all times; and, 
though he had not the cordial support of any 
Republicans outside of his own State in the 
beginning of his canvass, he will be entitled 
to itin the House. If heshows half as much 
skill in the Speaker’s chair as he did in the 
management of his canvass, there will be no 
complaint of a want of shrewdness on his 
part in the discharge of the duties of his new 
and trying office.

ILLINOIS JUSTICE AND LESSER FRIED- 
BERG 


A member of the Chicago police force— 
and one of its best and bravest—named 
Race, was killed while attempting to make 
an arrest Oct. 4, 1878. The man who killed 
him was a thief. The shooting took place in 
front of the pawnshop of a professional re- 
ceiver of stoten goods, Lesser Friedberg, 
where a band of thieves had been caught in 
the act of disposing of their plunder. Part 
of the stolen goods were recovered within 
the pawnshop, in the actual possession of the 
pawnbroker, and hidden. The robbers were 
in the act of carrying in the rest of their 
loot, consisting of silks, iaces, and other rich 
stuffs, when the officer interfered and was 
shot by one of the gang. The goods were 
i fully identified. It was shown that the 
pawnbroker had perfect knowledge that 
they were stolen, and several witnesses tes- 
tified that he instigated and planned the rob- 
bery. He was a regular thieves’ * fence.”’ 

Here was one of the clearest cases of re- 
ceiving stolen goods that ever was made. It 
was morally impossible that Lesser Friedberg 
should have received these goods innocently. 
The concealment of the property was alone 
sufficient evidence that he knew it had been 
unlawfully obtained. But there was other 
proof. The character of the men who brought 
the articles established a violent presumption 
against their having come honestly into the 
possession of anything of value, much less 
of a large quantity of silks and laces. If they 
had, they would not have offered to sell them 
at such a disreputable place as Friedberg 
kept, nor for the price a pawnbroker com- 
monly offers; nor would they have brough} 
the goods loose in an express wagon to the 
door, nor chosen an hour after dark, as they 
did, for an honest bargain or transaction. 

What kind of justice has been meted out 
to Lesser Friedberg, the receiver of the 
stolen goods, caught in the act? The ac- 
count of justice with him stands thus: 
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no longer be safe and life itself become a 
burden, and the maddened people will exe- 
cute their own remedies in their own way. 

What possible influenee can the punish- 
ment of Lesser Friedberg now have as a 
deterrent upon the criminal classes? If he 
shall be sent to the penitentiary, as he may 
net be, the lesson to other “ fences” will 
not be that they must not receive stolen 
property. It will be, first, that they must 
not be caught in the act; and, sec 
ondly, that they must put money in 
their purses to provide for accidents. The 
duty of prudent “fences” willbe to create 
an insurance fund so that they may have 
„Successful criminal lawyers” to defend 
them under weak, defective laws in the hour 
of need. Then they may confidently trust 
the wretched criminal laws of Lilinois and 
the peculiar modes of enforcing and constru- 
ing them that prevail in our courts to secure 
for them immunity for their crimes.

MORE POLICEMEN WANTED. 

The City Controller, Mr. Gurney, has seen 
fit to take some notice of the urgent demand 
for an increased police force, and, in a com- 
munication to a minor city paper, has gon- 
tended that it cannot be done, though he 
starts out by saying: “There is no doubt an 
increase is n If it de necessary, as 
he admits, then it is ridiculous to say that 
it cannot be done. It was not essential that 
he should go over the figures and show that 
the limit of 2 per cent taxation on a valuation 
of $117,000,000, together with the amount 
now collected from licenses, cannot be made 
to yield more than $2,733,000, in addition to a 
couple of millions more that may be levied 
for the support of the schools, payment of 
interest on city debt, and the tax authorized 
for the support of tke Public . Library. 
Everybody knows that who has given 
the matter any attention. But such a 
statement does not meet the police 
case at all. If the available resources of the 
city were actually limited to the figure he 
names, it would still be possible to provide 
for a necessary increase of the police force, 
for expenditures could be curtailed in other 
branches not so necessary. The safety of 
life and property is about the first considera- 
tion of organized society, and measyres for 
the assurance of such safety would properly 
take precedence of all other items in the 
municipal budget. But the fact is, that the 
available resources of the city are not limited 
to the amount stated by Controller Gurney. 
The saloon licenses may be made to yicld 
from $200,000 to $250,000 additional reve- 
nue every year without doing an injury to 
any class, and that amount will be sufficient 
to meet the cost of maintaining from 200 to 
250 additional policemen without any reduc- 
tion in other departments. Mr. Gurney con- 
veniently omitted to refer to this point of 
the proposition in any manner. 

Controlier Gurney might much better 
have been silent about chis matter than to 
have committed himself to a conspicuous 
avoidance of the very essence of the proposi- 
tion. If he was anxious to make answer to 
the public demand for an increased police 
force, why didn’t he seize upon the sugges- 
tion for raising the saloon licenses, and say 
honestly that the Mayor and Common Coun- 
cil bave the power to employ 200 or 250 more 
policemen by this means? We fear it is be- 
cause he wants to spare Mayor Harrison any 
conflict with the more disreputable portion 
of the saloonkeepers, who would be opposed 
to an increase: But sucha motive is not fair 
or public-spirited. Controller Gurney is well 
awake that $250,000 more revenue can be ob- 
tained from the saloons. He knows that the 
saloons can well afford to pay the increased 
license. He cannot deny that there is pe- 
culiar fitness in requiring them to support 
the additional policemen whose services 
their increased number has made necessary. 
Then why not say so, instead of maintaining 
that an increase of the police force, which he 
admits to be exceedingly necessary, is im- 
possible? This proposition is one which 
cannot be avoided. The city must have more 
policemen: the resources of the City Govern- 
ment from taxation for miscellaneous pur- 
poses are governed by the 2 per cent limit; 
but the charge for saloon licenses is always 
subject to the control of the Mayor and the 


Council.

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MES. GARFIELD’S BEGGARS: 

The graceless swarm of beggars with 
which this country is afflicted have fastened 
upon Mrs. Garfield with the tenacity of 
leeches, in the effort to get away from her as 
much of the fund that was contributed by 
generous men to her and her family as pos- 
sible. Since the death of her husband she 
has received nearly 1,200 letters front all 
parts of the country, written by impudent, 
cheeky mendicants who seem to fancy that 
they have some right to deplete her, and that 
they have only to demand money, and it will 
be ferthcoming. Mis. Garfield is not the 
only, though the chief, victim, as Mr. Gar- 
field’s mother, and even Mrs. Garfieid’s chil- 
dren, have also been in frequent receipt of let- 
ters from these epistolary banditti. These 
fawning and sneaking beggars invariably pre- 
face their demands with tender allusions to 
her bereavement and declarations of theirown 
sorrow, as they remember her husband, and 
picture to themselves the lonely life that she 
must be leading, and then boldly prefer their 
demand as if they had only to state it to re- 
ceive immediate relief. 

A dispatch from Cleveland states the char- 
acter of some of these insolent demands. 
One woman wants a mortgage lifted from 
her house, and another wants her to pay off 
her husband’s debts, and incloses a picture 
of the insolvent nuisance, as if his likeness 
would is some way emphasize the urgency 
of her preposterous claim. A third woman, 
whe had recently lost her son, desires money 
to erect a tombstone over him and procure a 
mourning dress for herself!

Where there is 
a claim for money the appeal should not even 
de listened to. Honest poverty never makes 
a claim of this kind. It is simply another 
form of blackmail, and such insolent claim- 
ants should be treated as black mailers. Once 
acknowledge their claim by yielding to their 
demands, they cannot easily be shaken off.

us are mere laymen,” etc. The answer to 
this is simply to call attention to the fact that 
the wise men of the world have been con- 
founded by babes and sucklings since the 
beginning of time. Humility is apt to ac- 
company true greatness. The school-teach- 
ers should remember the remark of 
Newton: “ To myself I seem to have been 
as a child playing on the _ seashore, 
while the immense ocean of truth lay 
unexplored before me.“ The art of war is 
as old as mankind, but whenever it has 
made a great stride forward it has been in- 
variably under the impulse of some genius 
who has broken over the rusty routine rules 
of custom. When Gustavus Adolphus 
stripped from the shoulders of his soldiers 
the heavy, cumbrous armor of the Middle 
Ages they leaped onward to vicfory. Before 
Napoleon was 30 years of age he had de- 
feated five armies, each larger than his own, 
and conquered a vast territory for France. 
The secret of his success was the fact that 
he opposed to the old theory and practice of 
warfare an entirely new system of strategy 
and military tactics. When he took com- 
mand of the Army of Italy it was a dispirited 
host little better than a mob. He changed 
all that. He declared that “ Famine, cold, 
and misery are the school of good soldiers,” 
and he proved it by leading them to victory. 
We are not prepared to say that famine, 
cold, and misery” are the school of good 
teachers. But it may be suggesced that 
the comparative ease and comfort of the 
routine public-school teacher’s life are not 
calculated to stimulate him to superhuman 
efforts in behaif of reform in educational 
methods. Routine, as a rule, does not 
brighten the intellect; it wearies, but does 
not stimulate. It is notorious that the public 
service generally is not equal in efficiency to 
private service of a similar character. Why 
should service in the public schools furnish 
an exception to the rule? And why should 
the public-school system be exempt from 
criticism more than the custom-house or the 
post-office ? 

The London (England) Daily Telegraph 
of a late date gives an account of a late et-

lic school which is both amusing and inter- 
esting. The school bears the great name of 
the Apostie Paul. Itis an industrial school 
under control of a school board, and the 
effort to correct certain abuses alleged to 
exist in its management was made by a mem- 
ber of the board.

The boys also frequent 
ly took bread from the pantry driven to theft 
by systemati¢ starvation. Pinafores instead of 
shirts, and shirts without sleeves, were con- 
stantly worn. ds used sometimes to wear 
their socks for six weeks without a 9 At 
one time twenty of them were in bed with bad 
feet, produced by cold and by standing in the 
wet yards without shoes or stockings. For 
this reason one boy was confined to bed for 
twelve weeks. A iad named Rust bad hand- 
culfs placed on bim while be was in bed, and 
was kept for twelve days and nights in a ceil on 
bread and water. The first day ne was bi 0 
and 2 he came out be was caned. “The birch 
was Waked in lime before it was ready for use, 
in order that its effects might be the more pain- 
ful. Another boy died ip the storeroom; an- 
other little fellow took 
ficials were always on to bim; seven boys 
deliberately set fire to the school rather than 
stand any longer the cruel treatment to which 
they were subjected. The food also was in- 
famous; beeties, crickets, and dirt were fre- 
quently found io the soup. One boy was set to 
muke sucks; be fell M; yet the task was con- 
tinued, and be died. But the little fellow 
was logged for idievess the fore he ex- 
pired! 

We do not intimate that the public schools 
of this country probably furnish any com- 
parison to this picture of horrers. But the 
readers of Tue Trispune will bear in mind 
that precisely sucha scheol (private) was 
lately found in the City of Ney Yurk. We 
cite this case from England to show that the 
public is not bound to take anything for 
granted which concerns the management of 
public institutions. We eite it to show that 
it is possible for great abuses to exist in pub- 
lie institutions immediately under the noses, 
so to speak, of those whose duty itis to see 
that they do not exist. And if abuses of this 
character—abuses so gross as to appall the 
stoutest hearts—can pass without notice for 
months and years, it is patent to the com- 
monest understanding that faulty methods 
of instruction, dullgess and stupidity, par- 
tiality, and injustice to the pupils generally 
may existin any public-school system. The 
influence of habit, the force of custom, the 
power of routine upon the human mind, is 
almost incalculable. Man rarely reforms 
himself in the absence of any influence ex- 
erted from without. Andit is presumption 
on the part of public-school teachers toclaim 
that they furnishan exeeption to the uni- 


versal law. 


CASTE IN AMERICAN SOCIETY. 

Kate Gannett Wells, a frequent contributor 
to the Atlantic Monthly, and a writer ef 
great good sense, discusses “‘ Caste in Amer- 
ican Society“ in the December number of 
that magazine, and st very clearly in 
showing that while we have plenty of caste, 
the lines and bases of which are as rigorous as 
they are absurd, we have no such thing as 
„Society“ but only cireles and coteries of in- 
dividuals combining forsocial purposes. As 
the writer says: The absurdity of American 
soical life is to talk ef entering society,“ 
for as soon as an American tries to bring 
‘society,’ into focus to be interviewed, it 
divides itself into numerous facets of pris- 
matic brilliancy,” and she gives the follow- 
ing pat illustration: “One lady, a leader of 
Boston fashion, stated that though ‘society’ 
consisted of about twenty-five families, yet 
in the invitations to a general bail it might 
be safe to include from four to six hundred 
persons.“ 8 

The manner in which caste rules Amer- 
ican life and pervades every part of it is the 
burden of the writer’s paper, and she is spe- 
cially felicitous in her illustrations, as a few 
extracts will show. Speaking of its influence 
in the lower classes, she says: 


A marriage between the picker who car- 
ries ber rags on ber back the man who roiis 
them in a wheelbarrow is contrary to ail the 
rules of propriety, and ends in family feuds. 
The reguiar visitaut at hotel cupboards who re- 
ceives pie is farther removed from the tattered 
mendicant at back - door than a member of the 
diplomatic corps from a native of Washington. 
In a certain well-knowa alley resided a shrewd 
brother and sister of E and 14, whe assigued to 
each of the other dwellers his r piace in the 
social status of the by-way, through sumptuary 
laws of their own devising. littie mag- 
nutes staid at home, and sent their agents beg- 
ging; all food so obtained was delivered into 
their keeping, and theu out, as the 
Educational Bureau would gay, not avoording to 
„the illiteracy of each section, but accord to 
its gevgrapbical area.” Sbapeless pieces of bread 
and cod flapjacks were fur the tenants of celiars 
aud attics; muffins and titbite of croquets were 
for those who occupied the ground-floor and 
middie stories of the tenements. 


Speaking of caste among workingwomen, 
one of them sald: We never can raise our- 
selves from the bondage of ill-paid labor til! 
we combine, and most of us would rather 
starve to death than associate with those be- 
neath us.“ A tailoress declares that no- 
where are the lines of caste more strictly 
drawn than among tailoresses and sewing- 
girls. * Those on custom work and those on 
sale work need “hot necessarily know each 
other. The various steps on the ladder of 
caste are well sumined up; 


It is social ambition, caste, that rules us; it 
begins with us, and goes up and up to Kings and 
Emperors. A woman with many servants de- 
spes her with one, and she with one despises 
the woman who does her owa work, and she who

And yet, with all this caste, with a society 
full of ciréles which ostensibly do not 
intersect, where is society? The writer in 
the following extract shows the difficulty of 
satisfactorily answering the question:

sible. American women have established it 
upon no rational basis, laid it out with no 
fixed or known boundaries, maintain it with 
no cause, and endure it with no compensa- 


-tion. American men have no ideas of caste. 


They naturally separate in fragments for a 
single purpose—that of business. The bagis 
of these divisions is prosperity, the boundary 
is business necessity. Bankers associate 
largely with bankers and bank customers, 
ministers with the clergy and people of their 
own sects, lawyers with the legal*fraternity, 
doctors with doctors, schoolmasters with 
schoolmasters and professors, mechanics 
with men of their trade, and so on to the 
street gamins who sell papers or black boots 
and associate with other small merchants 
dealing in their wares. But this is a matter of 


necessity, for the banker, or trader, or farm- - 


er, or mechanic, who did not associate with 
his class would soon be out of business and 
company. These dividing lines, however, 
are not kept outside of business, for as soon 
and whenever necessity allows the lines in- 
tersect in all possible directions. A man’s 
dollars do not commend him to men’s socie- 
ty except in business circles. Upon his ewn 
merits his orbits run in all directions, and 
were a calamity to happen by which females 
were separated from the males the democra- 
cy of men would be of the most heteroge- 
neous description, and caste would be a 
thing unknown. 

Men are drawn into caste by women with 
little knowledge of what it means, and never 
certain why they are in it except that their 
wives tell them it is the thing to do, and are 
as miserable while they are in it as a fish out 
of water. For one Podsnap in the world 
there are a thousand Merdles, and there are 
not wanting men, even in. Chicago, which 
has little caste and less society as compared 
with Hastern cities, who, if you could 
catch their consciences in a corner, where 
their wives could not hear them, would 
frankly confess that they are afraid ot their 
butlers, shiver before their caterer when he 
takes charge of the house, and look upon the 
sumptuous negro who waits at the front 
door on grand occasions with a certain feel- 
ing of awe, regarding them all as mysterious 
celebrants in the temple of easte, with whom 
his wife is on terms of intimacy, but as far 
removed from himself as the stars above the 
earth, and quite as mysterious. 

The mystery of female caste to the male 
sex is the why of it, what it is for, whither it 
tends, and what it rests upon. In other 
countries we can elearly see the Alpha and 
Omega’ of caste. In India caste is a relig- 
ious precedent that has come down through 
thousands of years, fixed upon the inflexible 
dogma of fate and transmigration. Its lines 
are iron-bound, and it is accepted by every 
follower of Buddha or Brahma as something 
that cannot be altered of removed. The low- 
est Pariah accepts his lot, because his relig- 
ion, and especially the transmigration of 
souls doctrine, teaches him that he was born 
into his lot, and so he never complains. 

In Europe, especially in England and Ger- 
many, Spain and Austria, caste is based 
upon monarchical institutions, upon a titled 
aristocracy, upon feudal privileges, and 
monopoly of offices. But What is there in 
the institutions of this country upon which 
to found caste? Our entire system is based 
upon the Declaration of Independence, 
which declares that all men are born free 
and equal, and upon the Constitution, which 
is in full sympathy with it. The men of 
this country have obeyed both these instru- 
ments, with what alacrity is shown by the 
pell-mell manner in which they democratize 
themselves and plunge into the common, 
when the female leaders of caste are not 
present. The women of America have set 
up animperioimperium. They have scouted 
at the Declaration and defied the Con- 
stitution. All men are born free and 
equal, all women are born in caste, 
and the distinction is drawn just as 
boldly between a scullion and a cook 
as itis between a woman who owns a coupé 
and a woman who allows the public to ride in 
her five-cent vehicle and get off at the cor- 
ner. Women are natural-born aristocrats; 
men are natural-born republicans. Men, 
who are gregarious by nature find them- 
selves ‘“‘eribbed, cabined, and confined’”’ in 
little circles, stripped of individual freedom 
of action, and, looking at each other and 
wondering why they are there, submit to 
the inevitable with as good a grace as they 
may, but make up for it when they can 
describe their own circles. This is the part 
of wisdom; for, inexplicable, purposeless, 
baseless, and absurd as the female idea of 
caste may be, it is better to recognize it, 
even under compulsion, than to fly at it, and 
be set dofn as a dreadful creature and hor- 
rid vulgar person. At the same time no man 
who loves the Declaration and is true to the 
Constitution will be untrue to himself. He 
may, like Galileo, be constrained outwardly 
to do violence to his convictions, but inward- 
ly he will state them with stern emphasis, 
and when his mistresses are not by will illus- 
trate his convictions with pertinent actions. 


TRar the police force of this city should 
be increased from 200 to 250 men is univer- 
sally conceded to be necessary.

After deducting the 
number of patrolmen assigned to special 
duty, such as station-houses, railroad depots, 
public places, and street-crossings, the force 
patrolling the streets at one time does not ex- 
ceed 150 meg. Practically, then, it is expect- 
ed that nearly 600,000 people and property 
extending over an area seven miles in length 
by four miles in width shall fiud protection 
night or day from 150 policemen scattered 
at such great distance from one another 
that mutual assistance in case of need is out 
of the question. Any uch expectation is 
preposterous, and, as a matter of fact, the 
safety and interests of the citizens take care 
of themselves as best they can during the 
day, and the city is in great measure given 
over at night to the gamblers, thieves, 
burglars, garroters, roughs, and the riotous 
and vicious classes generally. But Tar 
Tame has not been content with the 
pointing out the obvious necessity for an in- 
crease in the police force.

Something About Models. . 

At the Academy of Fine Arts the average 
daily attendance is over sixty scholars. The 
model who bas been posing during the past 
week is avery pretty girl with an interesting 
face. In the morning she figures as a peasant 
mul. and in the afteernoon wears the dress of 
a Turkish lady. Next week, howeves, she will 
give place to a robust negro ategiete called Tom, 
who develops an immense amount of muscular 
strength by performing in a circus during the 
summer time, and then with commendabie 
thrift and sagacity utilizes the brawn so gained 


by passing as a model of exceptional physique 


for art classes through the winter months, or 
while the sbow is laid up for the season. As a 
general thing, however, negroes are not pre- 
fered as models, as the light is said to be not 
nearly as weil defined on a dark skin as on the 
purer ecompiexion of a white person; neither 
are they capable of posing as gracefully, and, 
excepting in studies or groupes, they are not 
often used. 

The profession of a model is not an easy one, 
and it is only by long practice that the subject 
becomes capabie of extended sittings. Most of 

m take great pride in posing as long as 
bie, and will often endure any amount of 
suffering rather than compiain. Ouly last win- 
ter a very beautiful young girl who served for 
some time as a nude model for the evening life 
Class at the Academy of Fine Arts, fainted from 
fatigue rather than make known her distresa. 
This young girl was perftectiy modest and re- 
spectabie, cuwwe always attended by ber mother. 
aud, a8 she invariably wore a mask or veil, she 
was eutirely unknown to the students, who 
never thought of speaking to ber or making any 
personal inquiries concerning her. Occasion- 
ally a young iady siudent wiih more amoi tion 
than money Willi consent to earn a dulilaror moro 
un hour by posing for her fellow students, but 
usuaily in costume. 

The preticiency to which some of the modeis 
attain in keeping a diilicuit pose for a contin- 
uous length of tame was illustrated net loug ago 
by & professional who applied at the academy 
for empioy ment. He was a toreigner of good 
physique, and, being considerea desirable, was 
told to wait a week or so until the class bad un- 
ished with the modei then under engagement. 
So be looked about Lim fur something to do ia 
the Meantime. Just then a brijiiant thought 
struck the manager of a large clothing house on 
Madison street. He pusbed a littie platform out 
of the window just above the great hurseshve 
over his door, and engaged we model to puse 
there ina fancy costume certain hours of the 
morning and afternoon. He was obliged to re- 
main perfectly immovable, and, as wires were

— n. 80 titelike did he appear 
that many wagers were made reguraing bis com- 
position. Crowds gathered on the sircet cur- 
ners, carriages and wagons paused that their 
inmates might gauze at the curiosity, travel be- 
came obstructed, and all the time the “ igure” 
on the platform chuckled to himself at the 
thought of how be was earning $25 per week and 
fooling a great many people at the same time. 
How it could have ended we cunnot say had not 
a rival firm across the strect, unabie longer to 
endure the popularity of its neighbor, made a 
complaint to the uuthorities vf the obstruction 
to travel caused by the free exbibition, and so 
compelied them to suspend theic poser in an 
entirely different manner. The academy wus 
ready for bim by this time. so he immediately 
transferred oimseilf to more artistic though not 
quite so profitabie surroundiwgs, where he has 
been onpla oyed until quite receutiy. 


Chicago Artists at the American Gallery. 
The first public reception at the American 
Art Gallery iast Friday evening was a very 
pleasant affair, and gave many people an oppor- 
tunity to meet sovially and discuss some very 
good pictures. In addition to those from the 
East which have been spoken of beretofore, the 
works of our Chiengo artists represent nota 
little talent, but us most of them have already 
been described while in the studios it will now 
suffice to mention them by name.

POLICE POWERS. 


Important Decision by Judge Tuley. 

Juage Tuley rendered a decision yesterday in 
their child Jessie Facase wh ch is considered of 
considerable importance in police circles. Fair- 
child was a police officer at Lawndale. About 
two months ago he shot a boy by the name of 
Stanton, and be was thdicted by the grand jury 
for assault with intent to kill. W. W. O'Brien 
appeared for the prosecuting witness, Stanton, 
and A. 8. Trude was assigned by the court to 
defend the officer. The testimony showe d a bad 
case against the officer; if the testimony f or the 
prosecuuon was to be believed. On the part of 
the officer, Many reputable merchants and mem- 
bers of the Citizens’ Associanon testitied to bis 
excelient character, and an old mun named 
Finney—wbom prosecution bad fuarled 
to bulldoze—as to the specific fucts. The 
facts sbowed that the police officer 
while attempting to — an arrest was ap- 
proached by Stanton, who used very violent 
language, and had his band upon ~ be as if he 
intended to draw a revolver. otticer drew 
his revoiver, and the young * run. The 
officer fired the revolver in the air to scure bim. 
but the bali hit bim and caused a flesd wound. 
Judge Tutey referred at some iength to the bad 
practice ef carrying revolvers, and stated that 
young men were more prove than old folks to use 
them on unwarranted occasions, and that an 
otlicer who had been sbot at several times in his 
life, as Faircbild had, was justified in fearing au 
attack with a pistol when be saw a motion as if 
to draw one from the bip pocket. The Court 
declared that great discretion should be allowed 
officers when in the act of making an arrest, 
and that within limits they were the sole judges 
as to whether the circumstances were such as 
to make the officer fear for his life and draw in 
seif-defense.

I felt compelled then to speak out and announce 
that it was I who received the letter from Booth, 
and destroyed it. I had at the time of its de- 
struction, as a Catholic, told the Rev. Father 
Boyle, of Washington, ali about the letter, and

KEIFER’S NOMINATION. 
A DAY OF SILENT BUT EFFECTIVE WORK BY 
THE 300. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WasuinarTon, D. O., Dec. 3.—Warren J. Keifer, 
of Ohio, was today nominated by the Republic- 
ans for Speaker of the Forty-seventh Congress. 
He received nineteen more votes than was nec- 
essary to a choice. The contest was a long and 
very earnest one, Dut it was conducted without 
any outward bitterness. The caucus was in ses- 
sion for six continuous hours before a result 
was reached, a bailot being taken every fifteen 
minutes. It was a day of work and not words. 
There were no speeches of consequence, and the 
calling of the roll and counting of ballots for 
sixteen times of itself consumed the 
six hours, for it was impossible to take a ballot 
in a shorter period than fifteen minutes, There 
probably will be 

MANY THEORIES 

urged in explanation of this result. There is 
only one correct one. Prior to last Thursday 
night at 10 o’clock the votes of the Pennsyiva- 
nia delegation were pretty nearly solidly pledged 
to Mr. Hiscock tor Speaker. These pledges were 
made last spring, after a consultation of the 
members of the Pennsy)vania delegation with 
Don Cameron and with Cameron's ap- 
proval. On Thursday Mr. Keifer’s 
strength was at its lowest ebb. He 
could not confidentiy count upon any votes 
east of the Alleghenies. It was not certain that 
he could secure any votes in Michigan or In- 
diana. It was provable that he would have 
three votes in Wisconsin. Illinois was sptit into 
factions, but Mr. Hiscock relied upon five and 
hoped for six votes from that State. Mr. Kas- 
son's candidacy was a waiting one. It was not 
sectional. He was conducting the campaign 
upou his own merits, and relied for support up- 
on votes from Pennsylvania and New England. 
The other Westorn candidates never had any 
considerable prospects except as dark horses, 
which was also true of Mr. Reed, of Maine. 


ON THURSDAY NIGHT 
Don Cameron arrived here from New York, and 
it soon became reported that he had had re- 
peated conferences with Roscoe Conkling there 
upon the subject of the Speakership, and that 
he had come to take the field against Hiscock, 
the Haif- Breed, primarily, and for Keifer, seo- 
ondarily, as likely to be the man upon whom 
the West could best unite. Tom Platt (Me Too) 


Dad been here for some days working openly 


against Hiscock, while Johnson, of New York, 
one of “the immortal 36" at  Chi- 
cago, dad opened beadquurters here 
as a candidate for Clerk of the 
House. The outward situation of affairs Fri- 
day morning indicated that some new myste- 
rioys unknown influence was rapidly developing 
in Mr. Keifer’s interest, and his quarters rapidly 
became thronged. At the same time the crowd 
about Hiscock’s rooms was diminished, and the 
buoyancy which was manifested there on 
Thursday disappeared. 
FRIDAY WAS KEIFER’S DAY. 
There Was no reason given for it, and none could 
be assigned, except the theory, which soon 
gained currency in the inner circles, that 
Don Cameron, after conferences with Roscoe 
Conkiing in New York, had come 
to Washington determined that Hiscock 
should never become Speaker, and that the 
defeat of the 906 at Chicago should be avenged 
through Ohio. In fact, the revival of Stalwart- 
ism is witnessed over Garfield's grave. The re- 
sult showed that, however true these rumors 
were, the Pennsylvania delegation was to prove 
false to its pledges, and that powerful influences 
were to be brought to bear to induce it to unite 
for Keifer. 
ON FRIDAY MORNING 
the Pennsylvania deiegation began to gather 
here, and at noon a caucusof that delegation 
was convened, which lasted three hours. There 
the plan was developed. The fact was dis- 
closed, however, that there were a number 
of wen who had piedged themselves to Hiscock 
who found it difficult to abandon those pledges, 
and it became evident that, of the eighteen 
members of the delegation, seventeen would, 
before the Speakership caucus, determine to 
vote for some one man. It was agreed that only 
by such united action could the interests of 
Penusylvania best be served, and that 
THE UNIT RULE, 
which the delegation could not cause to be re- 
spected at Chicago, should, if possibie, be made 
potential in the election of a Speaker. 
To ‘this, at the caucus on Fri- 
day, there was but one opposing voice, 
that of Mr. Bayne, of Pittsburg, who announced 
that he would consent to no such plan, and that 
he was first and last for Hiscock. The fact that 
Mr. Bayne opposed this program made it even 
more apparent that the hand of Cameron was in 
it, for Mr. Bayne aloue in ali the delegation has 
the courage to assert himself as an anti-Came- 
rou man. 
BEFORE MIDNIGHT LAST NIGHT 
it was pretty well known at the Keirer head- 
quarters that seventeen votes in Pennsyl- 
vania would be cast for him, and. that 
the compact of last spring with Mr. Hiscock 
would be broken, and that Kasson’s hopes 
of securing five or six votes from Pennsylvania 
would be blasted. This information proved to 
be correct. This morning the Pennsyivania dele- 
gation, with the exception of Mr. Bayne. met in 
caucus soon after 10 o’ciock, and decided to cast 
seventeen votes for Keifer. That was the be- 
ginning of the end of the day's business, and 
was the movement which resulted in Keifer’s 
nomination. The Pennsyivania delegation met 
in caucus, to be sure. as if to deliberate, 
but, as a matter of fact, it seemed that they 
merely met to ratify a program which 
bad already been prepared for them. The 
scene-shifters had been busily at work, and 
Pen ania, which on Thursday morning was 
supposed to be for Hiscock, on Saturday at noon, 
with the exception of one solitary member, 
BEGAN TO VOTE FOR KEIFER, 
and continued to vote for bim for six hours. 
With this very large accession to Keifer’s forces 
he received Ofty-two votes upon the first bailiot. 
He never feu below that number. except upon 
the seventh and eighth ballots, when his vote 
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fourteenth ballot came, and the which 
nad been whispered about among the Grant 


58, while Kasson gained one, raising bim to 17, 
Reed two, bringing bim to 13, Burrows one, 
bringing his vote to 10, and Dunnell one, which 
made him four. Another ballot was cast, when 
Keifer gained three, Hiscock losing one, Kasson 
one, Orth one, and Dunnell one. It was then 
known that . ö 
KEIFER’S NOMINATION WAS ASSURED. 
The Western candidates had not been able to 
remove their jealousies, or to combine upon any 
other map. Burrows was, perhaps, more con- 
fident than he bad been, as his vote had 
been Kasson had 16 
votes, ahead of the 
number with which be started on the first bal- 
lot. The sixteenth roli-call proceeded. When 
the State of Michigan was reached, that delega- 
tion, ina body, with one exception, deserted 
Burrows and cast for Keifer. When New York 
was called, Hiscock lost Bis Stalwart strength, 
and bad but eighteen votes, these eighteen com- 
ing from New Jersey, New England, and the 
West. Before the sixteenth roll-call was more 
than hali completed, it was evident that Keifer 
was certain of the nomination by a large ma- 
jority, and when the result was an- 
nounced the ballot stood: Keifer, 
93; Hiscock, 18; Kasson, 10; Reed, 11; Burrows, 
1; Orth, 8; Dunneil, 3. The vote necessary to a 
choice was 74, leaving Keifer the nominee of the 


party by a majority. 

AN ANALYSIS OF THE RESULT 
shows that his vote never tell“ below the point 
at which be started: Mr. Keifer’s success is due 
to two causes—first, the determination of the 
majority of the Western men that the Speaker- 
ship should not go East, a determination which 
showed that a portion of Illinois was onec 
more on the losing side, and the fact that 
the Stalwart element in New York was 
so divided that a conspicuous Half-Breed who 
in 1872, had hotly denounced Grant, and who had 
run for Congress on thé Democratic ticket, 
should not be Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives under a Stalwart Administration. 
The question which was mainly considered was 
the question of votes. The New York Stalwart 
leaders, or the power behind the throne of New 
York Stalwart leaders,which resides in the little 
dark room in Nassau street where Roscoe Conk- 
ling, attoroey-at-law, has bis headquarters, de- 
cided that Keifer was the most eligible man in 
whose behalf such a combination could be made. 
Mr. Keifer, of course, was a Sherman man 
at the Chicago Convention, and subsequently

NEVER WAS A HALF-BREED. 

On the contrary, he secured the support of nine 
votes from the solid Southern Republican vote, 
for the very reason that, when some distin- 
guished Republican leaders failed them at a 
time which they considered their extremity, Mr. 
Keifer stood resolutely in the House in support 
of the vanished policy of the bloody shirt. Mr, 
Conkling’s private secretary, who had been 
very busy about the Pennsylvania 
and New York headquarters since Fri- 
day morning. was not less activo 
in the lobbies about the hall in which the cau- 
ens was held today, and hastened gleefully at 
the announcement of Mr. Keifer's success to 
send a dispatch to bis master. Au immediate 
friend of Mr. Conkling, fresh from an interview 
with bim in New York, said, as early as the 
twelfth ballot: It is all arranged. The break 
will come soon. You will see Michigan lead off 
for Keifer. Hiscock will begin to lose bis 
strength. Roscoe Conkling maybe dethroned, 
but you will see the workings of his hand before 
the day is out. Tom Platt has got in his work. 
Conkling said to Arthur, Tou keep your hands 
out of this ight, and I Will see to it that His- 
cock does not win. We want no half-and-half 
Republicans in the Speaker's chair. A man 
shall be put there of whose Republicanism there 
can be no doubt. 


421 OHIO MEN = 
naturaily feel bilaut over the result of the 
Speakership fight. In talking of it, they appear 
to consider it a victory for Ohio rather than for 
the W est, and their general expression of opin- 
ion is that it is a recognition of the fact that 
Onio is still in the political field. Among the 
reasons assigned for the defeat of Mr. Kasson 
is one that it is owing to Secretary Blaine 
having shown his band too early in the 
fight, and when the Stalwart leaders had not 
decided positively between Kasson and Keifer. 
Another is that even that would not have pre- 
vented the Stalwarts from taking him up had he 
been able to show any strength. As late as 
Thursday night, it is stated on good authority, 
Don Camerog sent for Mr. Kasson and 
asked bim to go over his list with him. The 
showing did not satisfy Cameron, and, after that 
interview, the Stalwarts went uctively to work 
for Keifer. The Southern Republicans, though 
they held aloof from the contest untii it had 
been decided definitly on which side the Ad- 
ministration would cast Hs support, are tonight 
claiming that their determination to give their 
solid vote to Keifer was the turning point in his 
favor. Although everything seems harmonious 
enough in the Ohio delegation tonight, there are 
not wanting those who claim to be familiar with 
the history of Keifer’s canvass, who say that 
there is 

A GREAT DEAL OF HEARTBURNING 
and considerable disappointment. These peo 
ple assert that the list of committees when made 
out will certainly show where Keiler will make 
scores even with the members of his own dele- 
gation. Two of the men on whom this sort of 
retribution willfall are now on important com- 
mittees, one of them having aChairmansbip. A 
third, it is said, will find bis name leit off the 
roll of the Committee of Ways and Means, al- 
though the principle of fairness to the interests 
of the district he represents entitles him to be 
placed upon it.

McPher- 
son of Penosyivania, Johnson of New York, 
Rainey] of South Carolina, and Keim, of Penu- 
syivania were placed in nomination for the 
Clerkshbip, aud McPherson was nominated on 
the first ballot, receiving @ votes, Rainey get- 
ting 44. The fact that Pennsylvania bad two can- 
didates did not appear to militate much against 
McPherson, his nomination being made by 
about the same vote as Keifer’s. The vote was 
next taken for Sergeant-at-Arms, Hooker of 
Vermont, Fort of Illinois, Dawson of Cali- 
. a and Bunn of Pennsylvania being the 
nominees. Butone ballot was taken, Hooker 
receiving the nomination with 8) votes, Fort 
getting 20, Dawson 28, Bunn II. and Rainey, who 
was not in nomination, I. Walter F. Brown- 
low, of Tennessee, a ephew of the 
“Fighting Parson,“ was ‘nominated for 
Doorkeeper, receiving 123 votes, his 
competitors bema@ Jardine of New York, 
Christ of Iowa, and Fitch of Ohio. His nomi- 
nation was accomplisbed by the Southern Re- 
publicans, and the deference paid to their wish- 
es in the matter was undoubtedly due to their 
solid support of the successful candidate for 
Speaker. H. T. Bherwood, of Michigan, a one- 
legged soldier, was nominated for Postmaster of 
the House, and the Rev. Dr. Powers, of the 
Christian Church, for Chaplain, both by acela- 
mation. The nomination of Mr. Powers was 
made out of respect to the memory of the late 
President Garfield, who was 4 communicant at 
his church. 

KASSON. \ 


Some surprise has been expressed at the 
smaliness of Mr. Kasson's vote. The position of 
Mr. Kasson bas always been that of a third 
candidate, in reserve with respect to the two 
chief antagonistic candidates representing the 
rival interests of the Republicans—Hiscock and 
Keifer. For some days the action of Pennay!- 
vania was held in doubt, leaning chiefly to His- 
cock, with votes for Kasson, and an in- 
creasing feeling of confidence in him. In this 
condition of thiings the first movement of 
Pennsytvania, on Thursday, was to combine to 
nominate Hiscock. The return of Don Cameron 
Thursday night from New York brought a new 
influence that was brougut to bear on the Penn- 
syivania delegation on Friday, which was openly 
pronounced for Keifer. This created a Keifer 
boom for Friday night, but still left some doubt 
whether it really represented the whole Stalwart 
force. This was assured on Saturday morning 
upon pressing the inquiry, which proved that 


for Keifer. This was first reported about the 
eaucus as a Vague rumor, but it was soon con- 
firmed by the Hiscock men, wno made persona 
application to him for information. Only a por- 
tion of the Republicans in the House 
knew it at the time, the last baliot 
was taken. This is the reason why the last bal- 
lot was so stattering. The complaint made 
against Hiscock is that he had not the moral 
courage to stafid up against that combination, 
and did not keep the point of honor with his gol- 
leagues, whose posiuon he had urged them to 
take and to keep to the end. He was tricky 
throughout with the friends of Mr. Reed, in New 
England. and with the friends of Mr. Kasson in 
the West. 
HISCOCK’S MAIN STRENGTH 

was to prevent any other man from getting any 
more votes than he did, except Keifer. He did 
this by pretending to be friendly to those op- 
posed to Keifer, and then himseif turned to 
Keifer. Hiscock's friends had come to the point 
where they were about to cast their votes for 
some third man, but Hiscock Was afraid to 
fall to a small minority candidate, or 
to lose his power to be a determining 
force in the result, and so, for purely 
selfish reasons, he betrayed his allies, privately 
notified his immediate supporters to go to 
Keifer, allowed othersto continue to vote for 
him, and has, possibiy, won a great committee. 
That will be seen in possibly ten days, when 
Keller puts his committee mortgages on record. 
The moral strength of the Hiscock position was 
lost by his failure to consolidate with his as- 
sociates, who had been waiting for the general 
judgment of the party as to the opinion of other 
interests. Yet Mr. Hiscock did not inform his 
friends whom be had asked for his own ad- 
vantage to thus work against their own interest 
to neglect their second choice, while at the 
sqme time he himseif surrendered to the very 
mén who bad betrayed him. 

ME NOMINATION OF BROWNLOW, 
of Tennessee, for Doorkeeper was a part of the 
bargain that withdrew the Southern vote from 
all other candidates and concentrated it on 
Keifer. As the rumor began to spread about 
on Friday that the Administration had chosen 
Kefer, all of the Southern members and all of 
the floating votes left various currents and fol- 
lowed immediately that scent. 


THE PROCEEDINGS ; 
of the caucus were greatly shortened by the 
fact that no speeches were made in presenting 
the candidates. Thi§ was agreed upon ata 
ference at Kasson’s bouse, at which au orf 
candidates and their representatives were pres- 
ent. It was there agreed, first, that all the 
candidates should be present in the caucus, but 
should not vote, and should designate some 
member of their delegation to cast their vote; 
second, that no speeches should be made in pre- 
senting candidates; third, that Robeson should 
be Chairman. There have been different state, 
ments as to the position of 
PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 
The following fact, which can be entirely 
vouched for, may seem to illustrate this: A 
gentieman called upon the President and said 
that he desired to vote for the candidate that 
would be most acceptable to the Administration. 
The President replied that it was a contest in 
which he desired not to take part, but, being 
pressed, the President informed this gentieman 
that he could ascertain what the views were of 
those who are the most friendly to the Adminis- 
tration by calling upon Don Cameron. What 
Don Cameron's views were the result of the 
caucus have demonstrated. A similar inquiry 
was made of Secretary Folger, who frankly said 
that the Administration favored Keifer. 
NO COMPLETE ANALYSIS 
of the last vote fur Keifer can be made, as there 
were so many who were not informed of the real 
nature of the first movemeut on account of His- 
cock’s treachery. Many who would bave voted 
for Kasson, and Reed, and Orth kept on voting 
for their original candidate, because they had 
not been advised of this trick. Indiana is an ii- 
lustration of this. Orth had a full understand- 
ing that when the time came he mould lead his 
forces over to Keifer, but Hiscock’s 
trick did not give him a chance. Keifer 
started in with fifty-two votes. Of these he had 
fifteen from Ohio, eight from States west of the 
Mississippi, ten from the South, two from Wis- 
consin, and seventeen from Pennsyivania. The 
votes from States west of the Mississippi came 
from California, Colorado, Oregon, and Kansas, 
two from each State. 
THE FIRST ADDITION 
to his vote came from Vermont, which cast three 
votes for Keifer on the second ballot, although 
they changed again on the seventh, going to 
Reed. On the ninth ballot Keifer got four extra 
votes from Wisconsin, and from this to the last 
ballot he held them. When the final break 
came, Keifer got, in addition to those he already 
had, three from Vermont, one from Kansas, four 
from Lllinois, two from New Hampshire, four 
from New Jersey, six from New York, two from 
Massachusetts, one from lowa, seven trom 
Michigan, and seven others from scattered 
States. 
MR. KEIFER 
left his hotel this evening and slept at the house 
of a friend, in order to avoid the rush of.visitors 
which set in toward his rooms before he had 
reached them after the caucus. A serenade 
from the Ohio men is promised for the early part 
of the week. The Illinois delegation was divided 
in the beginning and was divided at the end. 
The caucus was seeret, and the ballots in the 
caucus were secret, but it is believed that the 
delegates went about as follows: For Hiscock, 
George Davis, Marsh, Aldrich, Sherman, Hawk; 
for Kasson, Henderson, Cannon, Farwell, Cullan, 
Lewis: for Burrows, Thomas; for Orth, 
Burrows. Judge Payson’s position is not 
known. He was counted with Hiscock and by 
Kasson, but was for the winning man. 
THERE WAS REALLY BUT ONE OUTWARD EX- 
CITING INCIDENT 
in the caucus proceedings. That was in con- 
nection with the nomination of McPherson for 
Clerk. The object of the Cameron men was not 
only to defeat Hiscock, using Keifer to that end, 
but was also to defeat McPherson. In this the 
Pennsylvania delegation signaily failed. Errett 
indicated to the caucus that it might be neces- 
sary for the Pennsyivania delegation to with- 
draw in case the caucus should determine to 
nominate McPhersdén, who was opposed dy 
that delegation. Directly this statement 
was made, Mr. Cannon, of Iilinois, 
sprang to his feet and attempted 
to ask Mr. Errett whether he meat by that that 
he should bolt the caucus if they should not 
nominate a man who suited a majority of the 
Pennsylvania delegation. The point of order 
was raised against Canzon that be was not in 
order; he had not risen to second the nomina- 
tion. The point of order was sustained. Mr. 
Canuon then asked unanimous consent to ask a 
question. To this there was objection. He then 
arose and 
NOMINATED A MYTHICAL PERSON, 
Mr. Edward Atkinson, of California, for Clerk, 
as the only parliamentary manner in which he 
could obtain the floor. and having obtained it be 
turned to Russell Errett and said: “Do you 
intend to bulldoze the caucus by a threat to bolt 
it if McPherson is nominated?” Errett said that 
if McPherson was nominated he should deave 
the caucus. Mr. Cannon said that it was his 
opinion that the caucus would give Mr. Errett 
and Mr. Barr, who proposed to unite with Mr. 
Errett in this position, an opportunity to with- 
draw by nominating Mr. MePhersoo. McPher- 
son was then nominated by nearly 100 votes, 
many members who had not intended to vote

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CLOSING PROCEEDINGS, 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—Hiscock moved 
that Gen. Keifer’s nomination be made unani- 
mous, which was immediately done, and the 
Chair appointed Hiscock, Reed, and Kasson as a 
committee to notify him of the caucus’ action. 
Representative Keifer, who had withdrawn 
from the hall during the progress of the last 
ballot, soon reéntered it with the committee, 
and was greeted with long-continued applause. 
On being escorted to the Speakers chair be 
feelingly expressed thanks for the 
honor, conferred upon him by the 
publican members of the House of Re 
sentatives, and congratulated them n 
the spirit of kindnesgand good-will whic had 
characterized the canVass for the nomination. 
He went on to say he was a partisan only in a 
sense of beinga strong advocate of the prin- 
ciples of the Republican party (because he be- 
lieved the best interests of the country are 
bound up io the ascendency ot those principies).

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAdo, Dec. 3.—A poor bibliofile can hardly 
find words in which to expres his feelings on 
reading the announcements recently made in 
your columns respecting Mr. Asay's library. It 
is a matter of wonder. in this busy city of our, 
that a book-nunter has been found so enthusiast- 
ic, persistent, and discrect as the fucts prove Mr. 
Asay to hav been; and the statemeni that in 
one private hous is a collection representing a 
pecuniary value of $150,000 naturally provokes 
surprise even on the part of those who knew 
somthing about rare books and had heard of that 


gentieman’s library. Those who hav gained 
som bibliografical lure and but few she<«eis wil 
almost envy Mr. A. the possession of so richba 
tresure, and talk iow’ when speaking of their 
own little iibraries, tho cherisht as lovingly as 
the great lawyer has cared for his immens 
gatherings. Visions of Caxtons, De Wordes, 
Pynsons, and all the rare tungs in which the 
bibliomaniac delignts wil rise belure them, and 
they wil rejoice in the good fortune of their 
neighbor and fellow- citizen. 

it . not my intention totndulg in bibliograf- 
ical rhapsodies, but to call attention to a prac- 
tical consideration in connection with Mr. 
Asay’s library. If an Englishman can afford to 
com thousands of miles and giv Mr. A. $159,000 
for his books, the City of Chicago cannot afford to 
lose them. The great fire of 1871 robbed us of 
very many of our bibliografical tresures, both 
public and private; and it wiltake many years 
to replace what was lost in that great calamity. 
Now that the time has arrived wuen a private 
citizen feels impelieti to part with so valuable a 
collection ss this which has cost him many 
thousands of dollars and many years of patient 
toil, it would be a disgrace to permit a forener 
to com in and rob our city of so great a glory. 
Ther ought to be enterprise aud liberality 
enough among our citizens to secure this prize 
and retain it in our midst. If the preseut owner 
must part with it, let us by all means secure 
it for the Public Library, the His- 
torical Society, or the to-be Newberry 
Library. (By the way, is it not in the 
power of the trustees of the Newberry fund 
to make som arrangement to secure this collec- 
tion as the beginning of the great library de- 
sigued by the ded millionaire?) For one, 1 
would be willing to giv a week's incom to aid in 
securing Mr. Asay's library to the Chicago pub- 
lic forever. 

Great libraries and choice libraries ar not 
made in a day of year; they ar the growth of 
generations and even of ages. Croesus cannot 
go out into the market with all his money-bags 
and purchase off-hand such a collection as Mr 
Asay’s. He must hav not only unbounded pe- 
cuniary resources, but the patieng of a fisher- 
man. the taste of an artist and a scholar, the 
keenes of scent of a bioodhound, and the per- 
sistencg of a man in low: and even then he wil 
often mis his game, becaus som other keen- 
sighted bunter is nearer to the quarry and 80 
secures the prize.

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DANGER AT THE BRIDGES. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—The bridges in our city are 
a perpetual source of trouble. The loss of time 
in waiting for boats to pass is a scrious annoy- 
ance to our citizens, but, as this cannot be 
avoided, it is submitted to with as much pa- 
tience as possible. 

There is, however, A source of danger to life in 
the way in which our street-car travel is man- 
aged over the bridges upon which it is criminal 
to be silent,and to which the attention of the 
city should be calied. I refer more particularly 
to the Madison street bridge, us that is the line 
of cars on which I mostly travel. When the car 
strikes the bridge it does it with a jerk, and fre- 
quently causes those who stand to lose their 
eguilibrium. If the bridge is not properly closed 
tue car is jerked sideways, and the outside p- 
sengers standing ou a crowded platform are 
danger of being thrown off. The space between 
the car and tne side of the bridge is sa small 
that in the event of one falling from the froat 
platform he must inevitably go under the car. 

On the Zid of November, the day before 
Thanksgiving, at about 2:3) o'clock p. m., a 
crowded car struck the Madison street bridge 
with a jerk sideways. Samuel S. French, stand- 
on the front viatform, was thrown off into the 
narrow space between the eur and the side of 
the bridge. He fell under the car, and the wheels 
passing over one leg broke it in two places; he 
aiso received internal injuries trom which he 
bas since died. 

Had this man bees in the habit of drinking, 
and had imbibed too much liquor to be able to 
look out for bitmself, this would not have been 
Written, but Mr. French wus a good citizeu, a 
sober, industrious man, and the accident which 
proved so fal to him menaces the passengers 
of the crowded platforms of our street-cars 
every time they pass over a bridge. He leaves a 
wife, a little girl, aud an aged father to mourn 
his loss. By the carelessness of some one these 
mourners have lost their only support. Who is 
responsible, the city or the street-car company, 
aud bow long before another will lose his life in 
“— —— way? , | 

There were many on that car who wit- 
nessed the accident, and immedidtely a large 
crowd gathered to the scene, and it is but richt 
and just that those who were present and could 
give any information to the bereaved family 
should so. Nax. it is almost criminal to with- 
hold it. Mrs. French is residing at 191 Warren 
avenue, aud would be thankful to any one 
who could give her ‘any addiuonal facts con- 
cerning the accident by which her husband lost 
his life. {TIZEN.

FOREIGN. 

Passing from this theme the President con- 
gratulates the people on the peaceful attitude 
of foreign nations to the American Republic. 
The recent centennial celebration at Yorktown 
not only cemented the ties that bind us to the 
mother country. but was the occasion of interna- 
tional courtesies from Germany and France, and 
gave opportunity to receive the dciegation of 
those lands with a gratitying exhibitior of cor- 
diality. The appointment of a commission to 
take action in regard to our relations with 
Chili ana Peru will, it is hoped, result in the 
complete restoration of peaceful relations be- 
tween those countries, 

NAVAL 

The President calls attention to the necessity 
foran increase in our navy. While there is at 
present no danger of war with any foreiga 
Power, it must nut be forgotten that the great 
pommercial citiesof the Atianti& and Pucific 
Coast are largely at the mercy of an 
invading foreign fleet. We have the material 
and the labor requisit for building ships. and it 
is the maxim of prudence to prepare for war in 
timeof peace.

A SAD STORY. 

A BEATTIFUL YOUNG GIRL 
DEATH BY SCANDALOUS REPORTS.

New York, Dec. 3.— Long Brauch circles have 


the death and burial ofa beautiful young girl 
named Lizzie Breece, who was literally 
driven to the grave by the tongue 
of scandal. Diseased was only 14 
years of age, but was remarkably well do- 
veloped, being as fully matured as the average 
girl of 18. She was engaged W a rising young 
merchant of Chicago, with the approval of her 
parents, who baa decided, however, that the 
marriage should be deferred until she was a 
few years older. Miss Breece was a 
daughter of Mr. Richard V. Breece, 
one of the Board of Commissioners of Long 
Branch. He and his family. consisting of bim- 


5 years old, resided in a handsome villa at East 
Long Branch. Miss Breece wasa pupil at the 
high-school. Last summer 
SHE WAS ILL SEVERAL MONTHS 
from malarial fever. As a consequence, she was 
absent from school during the conciusion of the 
last session. While she was absent some of 
ber fellow-pupils who were jealous of her 
uy and popularity spread a report affecti 

her character. When she returned to schovu 
in September some thoughtless pupil told her 
of the scandal, which so preyed on the girl's 
mind tbat it brought on an attack of brain 
fever, which finally developed into congestion 
of the brain, and resulted fatally. Her family 
knew nothing of Mise Brecce's trouble until 
she revealed it in ber ravings. At first they 
supposed it to be merely an ballucination, until 
its frequent iterauon caused Mr. Breece to make 
inquiries among the girl's school campanions, 
from one of whom he learned the whole sad 
story. It was found impossible to trace the 
scandal to its source.

A DECIDED UPWARD TURN ANTICIPATED.

New Tonk. Dec. 3.—There is going to be a de- 
cided turn in the mining market if present in- 
dications are to be relied upon, and they would 
appear to be perfectly satisfuctory. The 
market bas dragged along now some weeks, in 
fact all summer, with only now and then a tem- 
porary and unsatisfactory spurt in something 
that quickly disappointed pubitc expectation. 
Old miners have been keeping quiet and waiting 
for the inevitable turn that must occur in val- 
uable properties whose securities may have 
been kept under by internal dissen- 
sions, but which must assert them- 
selves finally upon inherent worth. The 
Robinson Consolidated Mine of Colorado 
is an instance in hand. All sorts of disparaging 
reports have been made public ever since Kob- 
inson’s tragic death, and certain large holders 

HAVE BEEN GOING SHORT 
for the purpose of depressing the stock with a 
view to ita ultimate recovery, at most astonisb- 
ingly low figures. The result has been that the 
market has gone down, but the manipulators 
who have largely sold now find themselves where 
they least expected to be, with the returoing 
contidence in the property upon the reports 
made, and. the consequent appreciation of 
prices.

DIRTY STREETS. 


INCREASING MORTALITY THE KESULT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New Yor, Dec. 3.—Compilaint is again being 
entered against the dirty condition of the 
streets of New York,and another war against the 
Street-Cieaning Department is now promised 
much after the fashion of last spring. Garbage 
and ashes are accumulating every day, over 
34,000 upemptied receptacies being reported to- 
day, and these are sending forth vapors which 
produce sickness and death. During the past 
three months the mortality in tenement houses 
was over 5 per cent greater than during the 
same period last year. The official tigures show 
that the mortality in the tenemeut- house region 
during the last ofliciai quarter of the 
year was 6,349,as against 4,936 for 1880. The 
mortality throughout the whole of the city was 
also mnch larger, being G.: out of every esti- 
mated 1,uu0, based on the last census, as against 
27.02 per 1,000 for ]580, the actual death rate 
for the last offici@fthree months of 1541 being 
10,961, as against 5,425 for the corresponding 
period of 1880, and 7,686 for 1879, when the ratio 
was Only 26.24 per 1.000. Children bave died off 
at a rute of increase nearly reaching 50 per 
cent, the figures for the tbree months of 1881 
being 6,102, as against 4.401 in 1880. The increase 
in cont s diseases has been 125 per cent. 
This time last year no cases of typhus-fever 
had been reported. Today the Health Board 
bas been informed of eighty-one cases in the 
city. Last year this time there were sib cases 
of scariet-fever in New York. Today there are 
i. Typhoid-tever alone bas increased 100 


| per cent. and diphtheria 20 suiall-pox are rag~ 


ing. The mortality in the@nement-bouses bus 
increased 30 per cent, and every prospect is that 
several contagious diseases will become epi- 
demic. The whole mortality from zymotic dis- 
eases for the last three mouths has been nearly 
one-half the whole number of deaths, being 
5,079 out of a total mortality of 1lu,%1L The in- 
crease in deatbs from these diseases in six 
mouths over the corresponding period of last year 
has been very great—namely; 2,387 fatal cases 
—being 8,282 deatbs in 1541, as aguinst 5,89 for 
the same period in 1880. Of course, in connection 
with this matter, the Superintendent of Street- 
Cleaning comes in for round abuse, and it is 
very evident that the depertment has been 
made—as it was before its present incumbent 
took charge—a mere political machine, and the 
matter of keeping the city clean is subordinated 
to the ee of officiais who cau pull 
wires manage district conventions. 


CALLED TO REST. 
DEATH YESTERDAY OF DR. JAMES M’MUR- 
BRAY AUSTIN. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 3.—Dr. James McMurray Aus- 
tin, who for over a quarter of a century has 
filled the position of Grand Secretary of the 
Grand Lodge of Masons of the State of .New 
York, died this afternoon at his residence, No- 
424 West Twenty-second street, after a short ill- 
ness. While engaged in the discharge of his 
duties in the Masonic Temple, on the 
25th of November, be received a _ slight 
shock of apoplexy. He rallied somewhat in tne 
next forty-eight hours, but subsequently expe- 
rienced a second shock, which proved fatal. He 
had just completed nis 68th year. In 1853 he re- 
moved to this city,and at tne session of the 
Grand Lodge hbeid in June of that year was 
elected Grand Secretary. He was reélected to 
that position every succeeding year since, and 
at the time of bis death 
WAS SERVING HIS TWENTY-SIXTH CONSECU- 

TIVE TERM. 

He was one of the most widely known and 
highly respected Masons not oniy in the State 
of New York, but in the United States. He 
took an active part in the building of the Ma- 
sonic Temple in this city, and enormous sums 
of money in connection with that undertaking 
passed through his bands. Dr. Austin filled the 
position of neral Grand High Priest of the 
Grand Chapter of the United States. In the 
Ancient Accepted Scotch Kite he was a member 
of the thirty-third degree and an honorary 
member of the Supreme Council for the North- 
ern Jurisdiction of the United States.

A Serious Disaster. 

Rosron, Dec. 3.—A wreck of passenger and 
freight trains occurred on the New York & New 
England Road at East Thompson, Conn.

LOOKING FOR VIGILANTES. 


A Couple of Hard Men in a Mining 
Camp Anxious to Avenge the Death 
of a ‘Comrade—No Vigilantes to Be 
Found. 

LEADVILLE, Dec. 3.—The Gold Park Mining 
Camp is iu a furore of excitement. Four days 
ago, Harry Weston, foreman of the Gold Park 
Mining Company, was shot and killed by Bagley, 
a discharged blacksmith. Bagley also made an 
unsuccessful attempt to shvot Superintendent 
Turney, and then fortified himself in a cabin, 
which was immediately surrounded by a mob. 
Thecabin was besieged for eight hours without 
dislodging the eccupant. Finally a large 
quantity of giant powder was placed near the 
door and ignited. The explosion following tore 
the cabin to pieces, and Bagley was found with 
a bullet-bole through his beart, having evident- 
ly committed suicide. ey has several sym- 
pathizers, who have threatened Turney’s life, 
and a strong guard surrounds his cabin day and 
night. Jack White and Bagley's friends were 
ordered out of camp by the vigilantes, and pa- 
raded the town all day with pairs of cocked te- 
volvers, looking for the committee. but left at 
night. Much trouble is anticipated. 


COAL RINGS. 


Measures Inaugurated at Cincinnati to 
Break Up the one in That City. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 3.—Measures for break- 
ing up the coal ring are being seriously suggest- 
ed. Resolutions relating to the matter have 
been brought before the Trade Assembly, which 
represents 5,000 families, and the Board of Coun- 
cilmen. Capitalists are moving inthe matter, 
and the railroad companies are waking up. 
Among the wofking classes coal clubs are being 
talked of. It is proposed by the Council to eu- 
courage the organization of a coal company 
with a capital of two or three million dollars, to 
which privileges shall be granted by the 
city, particularly in the matter of free 
wharfage, on condition that the price of 
coal shall at no time exceed a certain specified 
figure. It is urged by the Councilmen that the 
city bas the same right to reguiate the price of 
coal as that of water or gas. lu 1857 a coal syn- 
dicate obtained entire control of the market 
nere and ran prices up to an enormous figure. 
The Council took hold of the matter. and suc- 
ceeded in breaking the combination and reduc- 
ing the price more tban half. The action ot the

MOLLY MAGUIRES. 


Trial of Eight Mien forthe Murder of 
Capt. Healey Last Summer at Dun- 
Dar, Pa. 

Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune. 
Uniontown, Pa., Dec. 1.—In a short time the 
trial of the Mollv Maguires will take place in the 

Fayette County Court-House, in this beautiful 

and prosperous village. These men are to be 

tried for the murder of Capt. Maurice Healey at 

Dunbar, on the 26th of last June. The circum- 

stances attending the murderous occurrence 

are substantially as subjoined: On the night of 

Sunday, the 26th of June, Maurice Healey, who 

was toundryman and foreman of the Dunbar 

Furnace at Dunbar, an iron-manufacturing 

and bituminous coal mining town, about six 

miles from here, while going from his place of 
residence to see the evening blast run at the 
furnace, was shot and instantiy killed 

The tragedy occurred on

the mysterious crime being traversed 
scores of people on their way home from divine 
worship. The 4 — point where Capt. Healey 
was aseasina was on asmall pathway within 
a few rods of the dwelling of Mrs. Harper. The 
woman who resides in the house adjaceat no- 
ticed the Captain from her gate a few moments 
before she heard the shots which killed him. 
Accompanying him, or immediately behind him, 
were walking two men attired in thin holiday 
clothes. but, owing to the fast-gathering dark- 
ness, Mrs. Harper was unable to distinguish 
either of the men. The three men had pruceed- 
ed but a sbort distance past the house when the 
woman beard Healey cry out: “My God! men, 
you would not use me like this, I hope! Im- 
mediately followi four shots were fired in 
quick succession. rs. Harper at once gave the 


alarm, but before any one was attracted by her. 


cries Healey was discovered by Martin Hailes, a 
young man going bome from cburch, who 
stambied over the prostrate man. When 
found Capt. Healy was quite dead, and bieed- 
ing from tour wounds, and so close must the as- 
sasins have been to him when they fired that his 
clothes even were on fire. It would be difficult 
to describe upon paper the terribie excitement 
which prevaiied. : 

No trace of the murderers was left, but stron 
suspicion, with the aid of Pinkerton's Nationa 
Detective Agency, led to the arrest of eight 
men—namely: John Kain. Buck Collins, Mar- 
tin Douohue, James MeFarlan, James Kogan, 
Mike Dolan, Pat Dolan, and Pat Flood. The 
supposed immediate cause that ledto the mur- 
derof Healy, was his hither opposition to the 
granting of license to sell whisky. For a num- 
ver of years Pat MeFarlan, an Irishman, living 
at Dunbar, kept the principal drinking-saloon 
there, and realized during that period a consid- 
erabie amount of money. Capt. Healy, 
who from his position as foreman of the Dunbar 
Furnace was boss of a large number of men, 
seeing and knowing what a curse drinking was 
to the men who worked about him, and having 
frequently been put to at inconvenience by 
men remaining on pro@acted sprees, deter- 
mined that he would oppose the granting of 
licenses in Dunbar. This, of course, was con- 
veyed to the ears of McFarlan, who became 
terribly angry and threatened fearful things. 

A mar named Gadis Sgotng past a stone 
house known as Hibernian Hail one evening 
shortly after McFarian’s license was refused 
beard a very excited and appurentiy angry dis- 
cussion going ou within. Beng curious, Gadis 
stopped and crept under the building and heard 
what was going on in the ball.

AN ALABAMA RIOT. 
Two Negroes Killed by Officers of the 
Law. 


Jacksonville ([U.) Republican. 

Last Saturday, as usual on that day in Annis- 
ton, several hundred negroes and white men 
gathered there. It seems there was more than 
the usual amount of drinking done that day by 
the negroes, and early in the morning quite a 
body of them evinced a riotous disposition. 

About E o'clock the M bad occasion to 
arrest a negro whom be had been orddfed to 
bring before H. L. Jeffers, Esq., for carrying 
concealed weapons. When the arrest was made, 
the negroes assumed such a threatening at- 
titude that the Marshal was compelled 
to strike one with a club to keep the 
crowd off him. After trial this man was incar- 
cerated in the calaboose until arrangements 
could be made for sending him to jail. Subse- 
quently the Marshal arrested another negro, and 
started with him to the calaboose. He was fol- 
lowed again and closely pressed by a howling. 
profane gang of negroes who were urging the 
prisoner pot to suffer himself to be incarcerated. 

They pressed around and about the Marshal 
and bis deputy from the place of arrest to the 
cala boose, and by the time of his arrival there 
they pressed him so closely he did not bave time 
to unlock the prison door. At this juacture a

At this juncture Greenwood, the leader 
rioters, sprang forward and struck the Marsbal 
with a rock, making a r severe wound on 
the nead and nearly b ing him to the ground.

At the same instant tho Deputy 
Marshal (Smith) opened fire on the rioters, and 
the p (Hammond) who was making his 
way to where the Marshal and Greenwood were 
engaged, was shot, and, running up a flight of 
several steps, fell. There were four shots fired 
and two negroes shot, one of whom died in- 
stantly and the other the foliowing M 
morning. 

The Justic@of the Peace, Mr. Jeffers, held an 
inquest over the body of Hammond and sub- 
sequently that of Greenwood, the verdict of the 
jury being in the latter case that he came to bis 
death at the bands of officers of the law while in 
the lawful discharge of their daty.

Gentlemen are emerging from the plain dark 
clothes woru so long to bright colorings now so 
fashionable in ladies’ dress. Three different 
classes of goods are often seen in one suit, and 
the scarf or necktie is ot the most flaming bue. 
Moorish and Oriental colorings and designs are 
shown in the various styles of neckwear, and 
the fashionable vest is in bright and preity 
tints.

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THE BOULEVARDS. 


Slow Progress Owing to the Unfavor- 
able Weather. 

The progress of the work on Michigan avenue 
boulevard the past week has been as great as 
could have been expected, considering the un- 
favorable weather. The laying of the flagging 
has been substantially completed to Thirty-tifth 
street, the curbing is finished, and the catch- 
basins are all in. The sub-material for the 
roadway as far south as Twenty-nintb street is 
being put it, and the delivery of 
gravel, which was stopped by the 
tate freeze, bas heen resumed, and 
the work on Thirty-fifth street, except afew 
feet on the boulevard end, is completed.

Paul Road has been the cause of the delay ia 
the granit, but it is expected to arrive iu suili- 
cient quantities this week to enable that part of 
the work togoon. The lamp-posts that were 
already on the street have been reset, and 
connections made for the additional! num- 
ber that will be required. About 100 
boles have been dug for the 
planting’ of trees, and manure-beaps for the 
protection of the trees placed aloug the street 
us far as Union Park. Work will be commenved 
tomorrow iu tree- planting, and a large force of 
men will be employea by Mr. Peterson, the tree- 
contractor, for the purpose of doing the work 
kefore the ground freezes up. 

That part of the boulevard completed—from 
Hulsted street to Ca nter—is apparenatiy in 
excellent condition. There is no mud watever 
to be seen, while the streets crossing the boule- 
vard are in au execrable condition from the re- 
cent rains.

Ingham. When tried, the jury disagreed. Judge 
Tuley said the only eye-witness was a Chinaman, 
aud if his evide was taken as true, the case 
was clearly one of self-defense. The cvidence 
on the part of che people against the pris- 
oner consisted really of admissions, waoich 
were sworn te by only one witness From the 
fact that his knowledge of the English language

The only ting of interest that happened 
in Judge Tuley’s court during the sen- 
tencing of the prisoners was the up- 
plication of two young mon to be 
sent to the nitentiary iustead of to the 
Bridewell. Judge Tuiey almost always, where a 
boy is convicted for che first time, sends him to 
the juil or Bridewell to avoid attaching to him 
the stigma of baving been in Joliet. His kind- 
ness, bowever, was not appreciated in two in- 
stafices yesterday. Johu Kennedy, who had 
been awarded eighteen months in the Bride- 
well, withdrew his plea of guilty to grand 
larceny and entered a plea of guiity to rubbery 
for the sole purpose of being sent to the peni- 
tentiary; and August Wonderly, who was per- 
mitted to ehbange bis pien from grand to 
petit larceny, kicked because he got a 
year in the  Bridewell. Kennedy's re- 
quest was granted, but Wonderly's denied. 
This incident shows a great lack of moral prin- 
ciple in both young men, and it is very evident 
that lockm them up will not bring about 
reformation. Kennedy's reason for wishing to 
uo to the penitentiary was that prisoners in the 
Hridewell had to sleep two ju u bed. Wonderly 
didn’t indicate any ground for his preference. 

Both undoubtedly got theirideas of the Bride- 
well from professional criminals iv the jail, who 
do not like the institution on account of the 
thorough disciplinc maintained by Mr. Felton.

The sentimental pretensions put forward 
by a political school which holds that woman 
is intellectually the equal of man, give a 
character of actuality to the question of the 
comparison of the sexes. This question, 
which it has Been the custom to treat from a 
metaphysical point of view, is to us purely 
anthropological, or rather zodlogical. 

The nutritive phenomena in birds and 
mammals, including the human specigg, are 
more intensive in the male than in the fe- 
male. blood is denser, redder, contains 
more red«globules and hemiglobine (Quin- 
quand, Korniloff), fewer white globules, and 
less water.

But, though she eats less, woman is 
more of a gourmand (Brillat-Savarin), and 
eats more frequently, being oftener pressed 
by hunger. Women in the cities eat be- 
tween-meals, like children. In asylums for 
the aged, where women are not allowed 
more meals than men, they abstract food 


from each meal to eat in the intervals, so as 
to double the number of their meals.
